The well was started on October 
24th, and Messra Blair and Stevens 
are to be congratulated; not. only on 
the quick time made in finishing the 
well, but also on the capable manner 
iu which it appears to have been hand 
led. Both of the cementing jobs are 
perfect, and there should be no sur- 
face water at this hole to cause any 
trouble. , 

From reports of the favorable con- 
ditions regarding No. 3, and its prox- 
imity to Waimwell No. 1, big things 
are expected from the new well when 
it is brought in to production. 

Regarding the flowing well, it was 
expected that the crude fluid in that 
well could be baled out to a point 
which would enable the gas pressure 
to start to work and thus start the 
well to flowing again after it had 
been capped for some weeks, It has 
been found however, that the oil 
comes in faster than can be baled, 
with the result that it cannot be low- 
ered below the 1,400 foot level in the 
big casing. 

To overcome this and to assist in 
the production work, pumping equip- 
ment arrived here last night, and as 
soon as this is installed the well will 
be pumped out and thus brought into 
production in that manner: The three- 
inch tubing has been installed, and 
undoubtedly the well will continue to 
flow, once the heavy column of crude 
oil in the casing has been released.
